A nation is justified in repudiating ‘its 
troaty obligationa only when they aro in 
conflict with a great paramount interest, 
Even then, all possible and reasonible 
ineans for modifying or: changing . these 
obligations, by mutnal agreement, should 
he exhausted before resorting Lo the snpreme 
right of refusal to comply with them. 
These rules have governed the United States 
in their past intercourée with other powers, 
as themselves one of the family of nations.
